TEUTON ALLIES FACE 


CZAR'S CENTER ARMY 


Gieanlic Struggle Has Began 


Along the Vistula. 


Berlin, Oct 9.— An official statem ent 
from general headquarters says: “The 
attacks of the Russians on the govern­ 
ment of Suwalki have been repulsed, 
tiie Russians losing 2,700 prisoners 
and nine machine guns. In Poland, in 
minor successful engagements west of 
Iv&ngorod, we have 
captured 
4,800 
prisoners.’* 


Petrograd, Oct. 9.—The m inistry of 
war announces that Russia has con­ 
quered and 
occupied 
39,000 
square 
miles of Austrian territory while suc­ 
cessfully pushing vast offensive opera­ 
tions against the German provinces of 
East Prussia, Posen and Silesia. 
The present center of interest is in 
southwestern Poland in the province 
of Radom, where the Germans, having 
formed 
a 
junction 
with 
Austrian 
forces, are obstinately opposing the 
advance of the Russians toward Bres­ 
lau and Cracow. 
The battle is in the 
initial stage, with slight advantages 
gained by the Russians. 
The course of the Vistula river out­ 
lines the battle front. 
On the west 
side General Hindenburg, commam!- 
ing an estim ated force of 600,000 Ger­ 
mans and Austrians, is obstinately 
contesting the progress of probably 
1,000,000 Russians commanded by the 
Grand Duke Nicholas. 
Toward th i 
southwest, on the left bank of the Riv 
er Dunajee in Galicia, the Russians are 
driving back German and Austrian out­ 
posts and Cossacks are ranging the 
country not far east of Cracow. 
Northward of this principal theater 
of operations, General Rennenkampt 
with accessions of fresh troops and 
artillery, is following up his success 
at Augstowo and along the River Nie- 
men. 
Russian troops have penetrated 
into East Prussia in some place, but 
for the most part the Russians are 
content to hold the Germans on the 
defensive along the whole East Prus­ 
sia frontier. 
It is confirmed that the 
Russians are developing a strong of­ 
fensive in the Mazaurian lake region 
in East Prussia. 
Five of the forts at 
Przemysl have been silenced and it is 
apparent th at the Galician stronghold 
will have to yield or be destroyed. 
Heavy artillery completely has de­ 
stroyed two forts and fire is now rag­ 
ing In three parts of the town within 
the forts.

II. Gault of North­ 
western . university, 
editor 
of the 
Journal of Criminal Law ai d Crim­ 
inology, today reported to the m uni­ 
cipal crime commission for which he 
has conducted an investigation for 
several months. 
“Juvenile delinquency i- checked 
or entirely disappears where the fa m ­ 
ily i- enabled to -upport itself w ith­ 
out its being necessary for the m o th ­ 
er to be aw ay from her children at 
work all day,” reported Prof. Gault. 
“ Mol her love and m other care are 
the he-i cure fo r juvenile delinquency 
and therefore a pow erful preventa- 
tive of erime.” 
Prof. Gault based his conclusions 
on a study of two groups of 100 
families each. 
One group had come 
u nder the benefits of the m others’ 
pension act an d the other obtained 
sporadic relief from the county pooi 
agent. 
A tabulation of d a ta in the fam ­ 
ilies 
benefiting 
from 
the 
m others’ 
pensions showed that 07 per ('cut. of 
tiie familie- are getting along de­ 
cently 011 the pension-j that 3 per 
cent are b etter off than they ware 
during the la th e r’s lifetime, and that 
in 74 per cent the probation officers 
have noticed im provements. 
In ele­ 
ven of the 100 families, there was d e­ 
linquency when the pensions were 
granted. 
There 
is 
delinquency 
in 
eight families now', but the investi­ 
gation showed th a t in a m ajority of 
instances this w as due to the return 
to the home of dependent children 
when the pensions was granted. 
The other group of 100 families, 
selected from 
a 
sim ilar neighbor­ 
hood, with the sam e economic sta tu s 
grid with the sam e num ber of child­ 
ren in each fam ily, but dependent 
upon the county agent fo r irregular 
relief, showed a much higher p e r­ 
centage of delinquents and home con­ 
ditions were generally lower, Prof. 
Gault reported.

Paris, O ’t. 9. — The repo rts of the 
go vernment all point to the fact that 
the allies have now strength enou gh to 
maintain an u nbroken front in no rth­ 
ern France, while employing stro ng in­ 
dependent forces to sweep arou nd the 
German west flank, carry the war hack 
into Belgiu m and compel the Germans 
to fight for their hold on Bru ssels and 
the cou ntry toward Antwerp. 
General Joffre's strategy Is develop­ 
ing slowly bu t with apparent su reness. 
Within the past few days the Germans 
obviou sly realized the danger to which 
tie y were exposed by the encircling 
movement. By the time the allied cav­ 
alry h u i penetrated to the vicinity of 
Dou ai the Germans brou ght u p fein- 
fo rcements from wherever they cou ld 
be obtained. Starting a powerfu l flank­ 
ing operation of their own. their cav­ 
alry advance was tempo rarily su ccess­ 
fu l, bu t General Jo ffre’s latest repo rts 
Indicate French and British cavalry 
have checked the Germans and have 
even been able to throw them hack in 
some places. 
While the campaign may be pro­ 
longed, It is possible that a powerfu l 
stro ke by the allies in the no rth of 
France may compel a general German 
retreat in the near fu tu re to prevent 
the allies from swerving past their 
west flank and recovering Belgiu m. 
There is hope that General Joffre may 
yet find m eans of compelling the Ger­ 
mans to raise the siege of Antwerp 
and withdraw' from France in o rder to 
save their all-important positions In 
Belgiu m. 
Destiny might yet find a 
second u se for the field of Waterloo. 
It is known that every effort is being 
m ade to hu rry reinfo rcements to Ant­ 
werp. 


THE NEWEST PERILS OF WAR 


Siege of Antwerp Develops Into Awful 


Carnage. 
Ostend, Oct. 9 .—The siege of Ant­ 
werp. the battle for “arrow' at the 
heart of England,” is no t of soldiers 
against soldieis. 
It is Kru pps and 
Zeppelins against men. 
Three Zeppelins, cru ising high above 
the fo rts while Kru pp cannon never 
ceased bombarding, flu ng bombs that 
fired oil tanks at Hoboken and threat­ 
ened the defenders with the newest 
perils of war. 
Yesterday these great 
air craft dropped bombs that killed 
twenty persons and wou nded many 
more. 
King Albert remains with his troops 
and will encou rage their resolu tion u n­ 
til the last hou r. 
Then if the road to 
escape to Ostend still remains open 
and mere bravery canno t prevent the 
occu pation of the city, the king will 
attem pt to lead his army to Ostend 
and to save it to the allied cau se. Bu t 
the Belgians, literally maddened by 
their

morselessness, will exact a terrible 
price for the loss of Antwerp. Already
